equipment and artillery. 


Buried In Secret 


Belgrade, Servia, June 
12.—King 


Alexander and Queen Draga, 
who 


were assassinated early yesterday, In 
the royal palace, were buried during 
the night in the family -vault of the 
Obrenovitcha in the chapel of the old 
cemetery of St. Mark's. 


The Interment "was carried out with 


complete secrecy between 1.30 and 3 
o'clock this morning. 


Col. Naumovics, aide-de-camp of the 


late king, will be buried this after- 
noon. 


The city is lavishly decorated with 


flags and the national colors. 


All officers yesterday removed Al- 


exander's cipher from the cockades 
of their caps. 


The funeral occurred at 1.30 a. im. 


The corpses of the king and queen 
were put in coffins and hurriedly tak- 
en to the old cemetery where the oth- 
er members of the king's family are 
interred. In addition to 
the 
atten- 


dants, only two priests were present. 
The whole ceremony occupied only a 
few minutes. 


Ancient Skupshtlna Revived. 


Paris, June 12.—The foreign office 


bare received a despatch this morn- 
ing from the French agent on th« 
Servian frontier confirming the press 
announcements that the new govern- 
ment at Belgrade- had abolished the 
legislative assembly created by the 
late King Alexander and had renewed 
the ancient skupshtina 
which 
has 


been ordered to assemble next Mon- 
day for the prpose of ratifying the 
proclamation of Prince Peter 
Kara- 


georgevltch as king. The assembly 
just abolished was made up of ap- 
pointees of the late king and did not 
contain a member who was opposed 
to Alexander's policy. The despatch 
axlds that Belgrade continues quiet, 
the people apparently being reconciled 
to the new conditions. 


The officials here doubt the truth of 


the reports that Belgrade Is quiet, 
as the authorities here are unable to 
secure further direct despatches from 
Belgrade. Even the official despatch- 
es wh'ich have reached Paris appear 
to have been mutilated.

THE BUILDING TIE-UP IN NEW 


YORK. 


The long tie-up In the building 


trade la N«w York, due to strikes and 
lock-outs, which has kept from 100,000 
to 125,000 skilled workmen Idle more 
than a month, causing them a loss of 
over ?21,000,000 in wages, and has 
caused Immense loss to contractors j 
and other employers and 
enormous i 


Inconvenience to the public, has end-; 
ed. 


This has been one of the most not- 


able contests between employers and 
organized labor that has ever taken 
place, and one of Its results has been 
the formation of the most extensive 
and pewerful organization of employ- 
ers ever attempted in the building in 
dustry. 


The contest commenced with a de- 


mand on the dealers In lumber ami 
in building materials, by the drivers' 
and handlers' unions, that they union- 
ize their yards; in other words, dis- 
charge all non-union men, and employ 
only members of the unions. The 
dealers replied that but a small pro- 
portion of their men belonged to the 
unions, and they would not discharge 
th« others; whereupon the unions de- 
clared a strike 
The teamsters and 


handlers belonged to the Building 
Trades council, and the council ap- 


became restless under the long »p*ll 
of idleness, and as there appeared to 


•> DO ftign of the liSBbcr dealers and 


building employers weakening, the 
mechanics argued that it was folly to 
continue the fight in support of a un- 
ion of unskilled laborers. Efforts were 
made to get the delegates of the team- 
sters' and handlers' unions to with- 
draw from tb* Building Trades' coun- 
cil, and then to expel them, but both 
efforts failed. And then sixteen of 
the most important and powerful un- 
ions seceded from the United Board 
of Building Trades and formed anoth- 
tr central organization, under 
the 


L-ime of the United Board of Building 
Mechanics. 


In the new organization no unions 


of unskilled laborers will be admit- 


ted. 


Representatives of the new organ- 


ization at once sought 
conference 


with the representatives of the lum- 
ber dealers and truck owners, with 
the result that on Tuesday the lum- 
ber and building material yards were 
declared open and ready to furnish 
whatever was called for. 


But the fight is not wholly over yet 


The employers* association IB ready 
to confer with' the representatives of 
the Board ofBuildin Mechanics, but 


not recognize the walking dele- 


gates as representatives; and what 
the weakened Board of 
Building 


Trades will do has not yet developed. 


Looked at from all sides, the strike 


and shut-down in their results do not 
appear to have strengthened the cause 


,>f organized labor, as conducted in

spots. Seaside resorts are the same the 
world over, with their dressing, danc- 
ing, flirting, gambling, stuffing and 
snoozing. 


But iu the interior, away from the 


circle of the fashionable migrants, be- 
gins the genuine life of old Brittany— 
Bretagne, as the French say. Aud the 
province really did get its name from 
Britain. Aa far back as the third cen- 
tury certainly, probably much earlier 
than that, painted, half naked Britona 
sailed from their soggy isle and settled 
In sunny western France. They took 
with them their weird superstitious 
and awful religious rites. Here In Brit- 
tany to this day are the menhirs and 
dolmens of that prehistoric folk among 
whom savage Druid priests made hu- 
man sacrifice. Here in Brittany are 
still the circles of upright rough stones 
inclosing the flat altars 011 which the 
victim's blood was spilled. The menhir, 
meaning in the Celtic tongue "long 
stone," is a great upright rough stone 
slab. Thcge stones are found in Brittany 
sometimes solitary, agaiu in groups. 
They are believed to be monuments. 


Later than the time of the Druid peo- 


ple-, so late as the fifth century, was 
another British migration to western 
France. The barbarian Saxons had in- 
vaded and o\crrun Britain, and the 
aristocratic old families of the island 
would not stand for the rule of Ilcn- 
gist and Horsa, so they fled hither and 
called the region Brittany, and thus it 
stands among English speaking peo- 
ples to this day. 


There was yet another revolution for 


the land. It came with the Norman 
comiuost of the British isles. Filled 
with pride, stuffed with the spoils of 
Snxon and Saracen, knights who had 
shared in the crusades filled northern 
and western France with their castles 
and estates. The church gave them Its 
blessing find shared their spoils, for 
wore not these won from Infidel Turks? 
Xormau Uui.J.ils erected strong and 
magnificent castles; churchmen erect- 
ed cathedral seats and houses of wor- 
ship the most splendid. Feudalism and 
ecdcsiasticlsm wore alike in their glo- 
ry. There remain in Brittany notable 
traces of this thriving union of church 
!iml state. There arc old Norman feu- 
dal castles still in Brittany, one, the 
chateau dc la Huuaduye, being one of 
the finest in Europe. As for tho old 
churches of Brittany a ruccnt English 
writer says truly: "Its pu'k'hlastlcal 
architecture, such as tho cathedrals at 
Qulmper. Omngamp and St. I'ol d* 
Leon, are all ovi<lcncos of a past glory, 
wraith and artistic power which have 
now with passing centuries degener- 
ated." 


Americans, however, do not share 


the British propensity for running all 
over creation after old churches. No 
doubt they are artistic, but your live 
American in a foreign land cnres ton 
times more tor the people of today in 
that land than for forty old castles. 
That dally lifo which Is most different 
from his own interests him most on a 
Journey. For this reason a trip In the 
Interior of Brittany would suit him to 
uT. 


The climate t»t thin season Is delight- 


ful. 
Violent winds and storms at all 


times of tliu year mostly COIIH- from the 
west on tbc coast of western Europe, 
but the shores of Brittany arc protect- 
ed from theite by great cliffs high as 
hills. Here and there, embraced nearly 
all around by these great ellffs, lien n 
beautiful little bny or cove. In nuch a 
cove arc kept the boats of the timber- 
men Of Brittany. The mirdlne tlwhur 
occupy a large number of the men of 
the province. The bold and dangerous* 
eoatt, tho high wludn mid freijuont

tali anij strong in their way, with hand- 
some faces and a froe stepping, noble 
bearing that, peasants though they are, 
invests them with a queenly air. 


Breton women and girls sometimes 


go to I'arts as serving maids, and the 
lady considers herself fortunate who 
can sccrire one of them, they are so 
faithful and industrious and not given 
to <^ab. At home in Brittany the woni- 
en"« dres-i Is the same as it was centu- 
ries ago, with its snowy white cap and 
full, short skirt. The Breton maiden is 
characterized by one curious piece of 
extravaganr-e which in the long run is 
after all not an extravagance, for Bre- 
ton fashion! do not change. A girl will 
skimp and save for years to buy a Sun- 
day and holiday gown. It is rK'i.ly em- 
broidered and is so costly that even in 
America a working girl would not in- 
cur so much expense. $80 to $100, but it 
lasts the Breton maid perhaps the rest 
of her life if she does not live too long. 
It is cut the bame, style for each gener- 
ation, and the large, handsome Breton 
girl never has to crack her brain over 
whether she.would have a three gored, 
five gored, seven gored, nine gorod or 
eleven gored skirt.

In Brittany it is as if an enchanter 


had put a spell upon the land pOO 
years ago and the mode of life, the 
manners and customs, the very thought 
of the race, had stood still ever since. 
The language itself of this line people 
is not French. Many of the grown ups 
among them do not even understand 
French, though the children do, for 
now it is the language taught in the 
schools. But the native tongue of the 
Breton folk is a modification of the 
speech of the ancient Celts, from whom 
most of the people here are descended. 
Their language is very like Welsh and 
the tongue of old Cornwall, showing a 
common origin for them all. 


A long time ago, heaven knows how 
ong, the Breton people got a bad name 
u respect to cleanliness, and It stuck, 
is bad names do. Proverbs were built 
upon this alleged aversion to soap and 
\vnler on the part of the inhabitants of 
Brittany, and they were of this sort: 
'Ninety-nine pigs and one Breton make 
i hundred Bretons." Again: "People of 
ower Brittany and pigs sloop together. 
I would not have believed pigs were BO 
lirty." It is only fair to say that this 
charge of dirtiness so gross is a libel 
on Bretons. They arc as clean as thf 
average of people—just about.

ernors of the thirteen original states 
have written that nothing short of ill- 
ness or death will keep them away. 


An address by President Roosevelt, 


followed by a military parade and re- 
view, will occupy the morning, and in 
the afternoon Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts will deliver an 
oration. 


Valley Forge, the camp where the ar- 


mies of General Washington endured 
through a long, hard winter privations 
of the direst sort and where the spirit 
of 177G was tried more than in the 
hardest battle or most prolonged cam- 
paign, will forever tie a hallowed spot. 
Upon the keeping together of the pa- 
triot forces at that critical time hung 
the success of the Revolution. 


The battle of Brandywine opened the 


way to Philadelphia for the British, 
who entered that city Sept. 2G, 1777. 
On the 9th of December following the 
American army went into position at 
Valley Forge. There it remained until 
June 19,1778. 


Washington's camp was strategically 


well placed. While distant enough from 
Philadelphia to prevent the army bo- 
ing surprised by the British, it waa 
near enough to protect the country 
which lay between. The banks of the 
Schuylkill, bending here to the east- 
ward, were precipitous, and the Valley 
creek, cutting its way through a deep 
defile at right angles to the river, 
formed a natural boundary on the 
west At the entrance to the defile was 
Mount Joy, which throws out a spur 
which runs parallel to the river for 
about a mile and then turns northward 
and meets its banks. The camp was 
surrounded by intrenchments. A re- 
doubt on the east commanded the val- 
ley road, and other redoubts covered 
the approach to the Schuylkill. 


There were 11,098 soldiers in the 


field at the time this encampment was 
established, but because of sickness 
and destitution 2,898 were unfit for 
duty, "\yeeks and months of suffering 
were spout in the miserable huts the 
soldiers erected for their shelter. Cloth- 
ing, fuel, blankets and food were sajily 
wanting. Disease added its terrors to 
those of famine and cold. Smallpox in- 
vaded the camp. The situation became 
so distressing that Washington wrote 
to congress that unless some change in 
the commissary department was made 
his army must starve or disperse. 


In May, 1778, General Wayne, who 


commanded the Pennsylvania troops in 
the camp, wrote to the secretary of 
war: "For God's sake give us some- 
thing. If you can't give us anything 
else give us linen that we may be able 
to rescue the poor, worthy fellows from 
the vermin which are devouring them. 
Some hundreds we have thought fit to 
put six feet under ground who have 
died of a disorder produced by want of 
clothing." 


Yet within two months after this 


with these vermin covered troops Gen- 
eral Wayne fought and won the most 
brilliant affair of the whole war, the 
capture of Stony Point. 


Toward spring Baron Steubcn came 


to Valley Forgo, bringing money and 
supplies. Shortly afterward congress 
authorized Washington to call upon 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Virginia 
for 5,000 men. On the 10th of May 
news of tbc alliance with France was 
received and on June 18 the news that 
the British had evacuated Philadelphia 
nud retreated upon New York. On 
June 15) the Continental army again 
took tho field. 


Washington's hoadonmrters at Valley 


Forgo stands today almost as" It did 
when the Father of His Country slept 
under its roof. The floors upon which 
he walked are, still there, and even the 
bolts nud looks which his hands 
touched are in their original position. 
Tho house1 was built by John Potts In 
1"."0. 
When Washington occupied It 


it was owned by John's son Isaac, who 
had a forgo on the bnnks of tho crock 
near by. It was from this forge that 
the place took Its name. Tho old houso 
baa been preserved by tho Valley 
Forgo Anniversary association, which 
hiu charge of the coming celebration.

Members of £>kull and Bones, 
Scroll and Keys and Wolf's Head are 
among the leaders in every profession, 
and tho man who leaves college with 
the insignia of one of these societies on 
his waistcoat is sure of a powerful 
backing in whatever work he may take 
up. Membership in them is active un- 
til death, and while the work of choos- 
ing new members is going on noted 
bankers, lawyers, doctors and states- 
men may be seen in New Haven lend- 
ing their aid to the graduating mem- 
bers who are choosing their successors. 


The organizations are confined to the 


academic department, and each society 
takes but fifteen men out of a total of 
over 300 juniors. 


The senior societies maintain the ut-

When Hayden and Peters got to tlie

•tun or kill it, and it dropped to the 
bottom in about three fathoms of wa- 
ter. 


Kauwila volunteered to take a line 


do%vn nnd fasten it to tbe tnil of the 
shark. He had only partially nindc 
fast tbe lino when the shark revived 
and started to swim away. Kauwiln, 
nowise disconcerted, kept bold of the 
tail until he had finiahod making rant 
to the line. During this time the ulrnrk 
lind passed completely under the bont 
and a distance of twenty or thirty 
yards beyond. 


Kauwila, having made fnst the line, 


rose to tlie surface nnd wnn quickly 
taken Into the boat. The shark was 
then hauled out on shore and killed, 
and tho flesh, which the natives prlxo 
as a delicacy, was cut up «ud divided 
among tbem. 


•wood yard for many years was greatly 
annoyed by the Union gunboats and 
transports taking this wood without 
compensation. He had taken no part 
In the war. though n strong sympa- 
thizer with the Confederates, and hnd 
taken the oath of allegiance to tbe 
United States government, removed his 
family from the plantation nnd deter- 
mined to remain on it himself.

oihccrs and marines of tho gunboats 
that often lay in the rh er in front of 
his plnce.

and cord wood were taken both by gun- 
boats and transports. 
He was fre- 


quently nrrestod and charged with dis- 
loyally, <*ulled a rebel, traitor, etc. 


While brood 1 up; over this injury his 


hatred of the Union *roops was fur- 
ther Inflamed by the following circum- 
stance: One nfternoou about 4 o'clock 
three young Confederate scouts whom 
he had known from infancy nnd who 
were his friends carno across from 
Black river in a bont and asked for 
something to ent. Dinner was ordered, 
and while at table one of them huppon- 
ed to look through a side window and 
saw the yard full of marines from the 
gunboats. The three inn do a rush for 
the buck door and for their boat, which 
was tied to the garden fence at tho 
rear of the garden, which was not 
overflowed. 
The marines opened Ihv 


on them us they ran nnd killed one of 
thorn us he crossed the garden. The 
other two reached their dugout and i 
made their escape to the woods. 


This final addition to his list of 


wrongs determined the planter on a 
Bcheuie of revenue on at leas* one oi 
the gunboats, which he regarded :i<* the 
immediate cause of all his trouble* 
Knowing the scarcity of fuel and thai 
the officers wore sure to levy on all hN 
wood soon for themselves and oilier 
boats, he had n considerable amount 
corded on tlie bank. Selecting a law. 
round fctlclc of ash, he split It with an 
ax, hollowed it out nud carefully put 
two pound-, of gunpowder in a strong 
bottle, which he wrapped wllli copper 
wire, put a fuse In It, placed It In the 
hollowed out ash log, put the pieces 
together and wrup|W>d with copper 
wire, drawing It tight tlint the bark 
might hide 1h<> wire IIM much as possi- 
ble, llu-n mudded the whole slick well 
to conceal everything and placed It In 
tbo middle of one of the piles of wood. 


That night tho Sultana Htrnmod up 


tho river and "wooded" at his landing. 
That particular stick was not honvwl 
nndor tbo holler till tho Sultana 
ronohod mi Island, twolvo miles above 
Momphk where mien awful havoc was 
mndc of Unman life.

NEW LAW FOR NATIONAL GUARD 


The law passed b;- the last session 


of congress to strengthen the Nation- 
al Guard has been the subject 
of so 


much discussion of late and 
is of 


such general interest that it is pub- 
lished below: 


The follovring is the text of the 


new militia law of the United States: 


An act to promote the efficiency of 


the militia and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the 
senate 
and 


house of representatives of the Unitsd 
States cf America in congress assem- 
bled, that the militia shall consist of 
every able bodied male citizen of the 
respective states, territories and th; 
district of Columbia, and every able 
bodied male of foreign birth who tas 
declared his intention to 
becomg a 


citizen, who is more 
tharn eighteen 


years cf .age and less than 
forty-five 


years of age, and shall be divided 
into two classes—the organized mil- 
itia to be known as the National 
Guard of the state, territory or dis- 
trict of Columbia, or by such other 
designations as shall be given them 
by ths laws 
of the 
representative 


states or territories, and the remaind- 
er to be known as* the reserve "orilitia. 


Section 1. The organization arma- 


ment and discipline of the organized 
militia in the several states and ter- 
ritories and in the district of Colum- 
bia shall be the same as that which 
is now or may hereafter be prescribed 
for the regular and volunteer armies 
ot the United States, within fiv, years 
of the date of the approval 
of this 


act. 


Sec. 2. That whenever the United 


States is invaded, or in danger of in- 
vasion from any foreign nation, or of 
rebellion against the authority of the 
president is unable wijth the force at 
his command to execute the laws of 
the union in any part thereof, it shall 
be lawful for the president 
to 
call 


forth for a period not exceeding nine 
months such number of the militia of 
the state or of the states or territories 
or of the District of Columbia, as he 
may deem necessary to repel such in- 
vasion, suppress such rebellion, or 
to issue his orders for the purpose 
to such officers of the .militia he may 
think proper. 


States, shall be composed of militia 
officers oaly. 


Sec. 6. That 
the 
militia, when 


called into the actual service of the 
United States, shall be subject to the 
same rules and articles of war as the 
regular troops of the United States. 


Sec. 1. That the secretary or war 


is hereby authorized to issue, on the 
requisitions of the governors of the 
several states and territories, or of 
the commanding general of the mil- 
itia of the District of Columbia such 
number of the Unitsd States standard 
service 
magazine arms, 
bayonets, 


bayonat scabbards, gun slings, belts 
and such other necessary accouter- 
mertts and equipments as are desiretl 
for- the army of the Unitsd States, for 
arming all the organised 
militia 


said states and territories and Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


To provide nreans for carrying Into 


?ffect the provisions of this section 
the necessary money, to cover the 
cost of exchanging or issuing the new 
arms, 
accouterments, 
equipments 


arul ammunition to be exchanged or 
issued hereunder is hereby appropri 
ated out of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 


Sec. 8. That this act shall take ef- 


fect upon the date cf its approval. .
